15,000 Refugees To Settle 
At Indiantown Gap, Penna.

officials 
building an instant refugee city 
promised 
local 
government 
officials Tuesday night that an 
influx of Vietnamese refugees 
will not disrupt the way of life 
in this central Pennsylvania 
farm valley. 
The 519 Vietnamese arriving 
today at the Gap —as this fort 
is known locally —are the first 
of 
15,000 
refugees 
expected 
within IO days. 
Gen. 
Jam es 
Cannon 
and 
Richard Friedm an, the Army 
and federal government offi­ 
cials in charge of setting up the 
refugee cam p, told nearly IOO 
local governm ent officials they 
had nothing to worry about. 
While local residents m ay not 
welcome the refugees with open 
arm s, 
m any 
of 
the 
local 
officials who had been anxious 
ap p aren tly w ere convinced 
things might not be so bad 
after all. 
“The 
people 
around 
here 
were afraid that the Army was 
going to come here and dump 
15,000 refugees on our laps and 
say th at’s that,” said David 
Heilman, m ayor of a 
rural 
borough 
about 
seven 
miles 
from the post. 
"But now we know th at’s not 
going to happen.” 
The local officials wanted to 
know what skills the refugees 
have, if there are any drug 
pushers 
and addicts 
among 
them, and how long they will be 
here. 
Friedm an said he could not 


answer those questions. 
In response to other ques 
tions, he repeatedly assured the 
officials the disruption to local 
lifestyles would be minimal. 
“Our experience has been 
that the people who are coming 
a re good people,” F ried m an 
said. “ By far, they are decent, 
law abiding people who want 
nothing more than to settle in 
the United States and lead a 
peaceful life.” 
He said the refugees will be 
confined to certain areas of the 
fort and will not be perm itted 
to roam freely in the rural 
communities surrounding the 
Gap. 
“The refugees will live in an 
island that is pretty much ruled 
by the Immigration and Natu 
ralization 
Service,” 
Cannon 
said. 
Friedm an and Cannon were 
not deluged with public offers 
of assistance from local govern­ 
ment officials at the meeting. 
In fact, only one asked what he 
could do to help. 
“ If you think that we are 
doing a proper thing—that will 
help m ore than anything else,”

prison at

to begin an eight-year term.

However, 
Senate Democratic Whip Rob­ 
ert C. Byrd, W.Va., the No. 2 
Dem ocrat, would alm ost cer­ 
tainly be another candidate.

One of the reasons tomatoes 
are planted in so many home 
gardens is the freshness they 
bring to the meal. Picked from 
the vine and brought into the 
house for scrubbing, slicing and 
eating, few garden crops top 
tomatoes for taste.

agriculture 
statisticians term the “carcass- 
retail” 
margin. 
This 
traces 
changes in the spread between 
wholesale whole-carcass prices 
and 
retail 
p rices 
at 
the 
supermarket counter for in­ 
dividual 
cuts. 
Most 
of 
the 
margin in these figures repre­ 
sents 
costs and 
profits 
of 
su p e rm a rk e t 
m e a t 
d ep art­ 
ments. 


The 
carcass-retail 
spread, 
according to agriculture re­ 
cords, amounted to 32.4 cents a 
pound in August, 
1973, just 
before the Nixon administration 
lifted 
federal 
price 
control 
regulations on meat. In Septem­ 
ber, 1973, the margin rose to 
44.7 cents and averaged near 
that level until a slow decline 
began early this year. 


By March, the spread had 
fallen to 40.7 cents a pound. 
New figures show it dropped in 
April to 32.7 cents, the lowest 
since August of 1973. 
The agriculture report for 
April showed that consumers — 
despite the price rise reported 
for 
the 
month 
—were still 
paying 1.8 per cent less for beef 
than a year earlier. Farmers 
were getting 6.8 per cent more 
than the depressed live animal 
prices of a year earlier, and the 
marketing spread was 15.7 per 
cent narrower. A breakdown of 
the 
spread 
showed 
packing 
house margins 4.6 per cent 
wider than a year earlier, but 
supermarket margins down 21 
per cent.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Su 
permarket margins on bee! 
narrowed sharply last month

Hoosier Potato Farmers 
Unhappy With Low Price 


Make an off-beat tablecloth 
Instead of a traditional round 
cloth for a round table, why not 
make it in a hexagonal or oc­ 
tagonal shape? Here’s how. 
First, m easure off a 
pie­ 
shaped section of the table. To 
do this, bisect the table with 
lengths of cord, three of four 
times depending on the size of 
the table and the width of the 
fabric. Lightly tape each end of 
the marking cords to the table 
and be sure, when measuring, 
that the distance between each 
cord is the same. 
Then make a paper pattern of 
one section 
continuing in 
a 
straight line from the apex as 
far down as the cloth should 
drape over the table edge. Place 
right sides of fabric together 
and cut around the triangle 
pattern with the center of the 
base and the apex lined up on the 
straight of the fabric. Be sure to 
leave a seam allowance. Cut the 
p attern th re e tim es for a 
hexagonal cloth and four times 
for an octagonal. Stitch the 
pieces together and hem the 
edge. 
Use the sam e idea for an 
umbrella table. Put a zipper in 
one seam of the cloth; cut and 
hem a hole at the apex to go 
around the umbrella pole.

Indiana 
farm ers 
who 
grow 
them are not happy about the 
situation, but apparently they 
will stick by their crop. 
“There’s 
no question 
that 
they are taking a beating, but 
the potato market will come 
back,” 
said 
Glenn Sullivan, 
market economist in horticul­ 
ture 
specialties 
for 
Purdue 
University. 


Prices for potatoes received 
by producers generally range 
between one and one and one- 
half cents a pound, in part 
because 
of 
a 
large 
crop 
nationwide last year after two 
bad seasons. By comparison, 
farmers got used to receiving 
two to two and one-half cents a 
pound —before the price of 
gasoline and fertilizer went up 
sharply. 
“ Pretty Small Margin” 
“When you’re getting a penny 
to a penny and a half a pound 
for potatoes, there’s a pretty 
small margin, if any at all, but 
the potato farmers in Indiana 
are more or less stuck with 
that type of crop, because they 
are mainly in the mucklands 
area that is not conducive to 
use for corn and soybeans,” 
Sullivan said. The mucklands, 
which were 
formed 
by 
the 
passage of glaciers, have heavy 
clay soils on which grain crops 
do not fare well. 
He said there were about 120 
Hoosier farm ers who account 
for most of the 9,000 acres 
devoted to the crop. They are 
in 
Lake, 
Starke, 
Newton, 
LaPorte, Porter, Pulaski and 
St. 
Joseph 
counties 
in 
the 
northwest. There also are a few 
other farm s near Fort Wayne, 
with no more than 1,000 acres 
in southern Indiana, where the 
crop 
was 
raised 
for 
early 
harvest and processing 
Sullivan said the farmers in 
Indiana 
average 
about 
300 
hundredweight or 30,000 pounds 
of potatoes to an acre. “So at a 
penny to a penny and a half a 
pound, they are getting between 
$300 and $350 an acre gross, 
which may sound good, because 
you don’t get that much with 
corn or soybeans due to smaller 
yields,” he said. 
Needs Much Fertilizer 
“But th a t’s really low for an 
intensive crop like potatoes, 
which 
take 
about 
twice 
as 
much 
fertilizer, 
labor 
and 
management as corn or soy­ 
beans. Growing potatoes is a 
much more precise and exact­ 
ing 
business 
than 
growing 
grains and we figure in terms 
of 
attention, 
one 
acre 
of 
potatoes takes as much time as 
IO acres of corn, so the net 
return is not nearly as good,’ 
Sullivan said. 
He explained that farmers 
who grow potatoes in Indiana 
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also grow other speciality crops 
as well —such as asparagus, 
onions, mint and sweet potatoes 
—which also do well in the 
mucklands, so they are not as 
affected by the low prices as 
are farmers in other areas. 


“In some of the major potato 
producing areas, such as Idaho, 
where all they grow is potatoes, 
the lower prices this year are 
more of a problem because 
they are not as diversified as 
our potato farm ers.” 


Most 
of 
the 
potatoes 
in 
Indiana a re sold to grocery 


store 
chains 
or 
have 
been 
contracted 
for 
“before 
the 
potatoes go in the ground,” and 
some of them were sold when 
the crop was bringing slightly 
higher prices than currently, he 
said. He said the low prices are 
due to an oversupply and the 
market 
will 
probably 
right 
itself 
in 
a 
year, 
so 
most 
farmers will not change from 
potatoes. 


Hard to Change 
“Changing from potatoes to 
another 
crop 
is 
not 
like 
changing from corn to soy­ 
beans, where you just change 


the header on your combine,” 
he said. 
“ In theory, potato farmers 
can switch to tomatoes —but it 
is 
already 
too 
late 
to 
do 
anything for this year, because 
the processors already have 
their supplies lined up,” Sul­ 
livan said. “They could decide 
to switch as of next year — 
although they don’t know yet 
what potatoes will be bringing 
this fall —but tomatoes take 
more labor because they can’t 
be 
grown 
for 
use 
with 
a 
mechanical 
picker 
in 
the 
mucklands the way they can in 
sandy, loamy soils.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind.— 
Because of their tremendous 
popularity among home g a r­ 
deners, 
tom atoes come 
in 
almost as many sizes, shapes, 
and “varieties” as automobiles. 
The n a tio n ’s 
most 
often 
planted vegetable, tomatoes are 
grown in pots, gardens, and 
greenhouses. 
You 
can 
start 
them from seeds or by trans­ 
plants that produce anything 
from small cherry-sized to large 
hamburger-sized tomatoes. And 
you can grow tomatoes that are 
pear-shaped, flat-and-round, or 
oblonged. 
Red, yellow' or pink in color, 
tomatoes also come with low 
acid or suitable for making 
tomato paste. 
“There’s a 
recent 
model’ 
developed especially for pot and 
patio gardens that needs no 
stake,” says John A. 
Wott, 
Purdue U niversity extension 
home 
environm ent 
h o r­ 
ticulturist, adding: 
“ It was developed to give the 
gardener with limited space a 
stocky, vigorous tomato with 
virtually full-sized fruits. This 
‘S takeless’ tom ato av erag es 
only 18 inches tall with a thick, 
one-inch diameter stem.” 
But those who do their tomato 
gardening in pots and on patios 
actually have a wide range of 
selection, W'ott continues. 
In 
fact, tomato selection for all 
purposes is so great that it must 
be confusing to would-be seed 
and bedding plant purchasers. 
Some of the more popular 
garden v arieties planted in 
Indiana are Better Boy, Heinz 
1350, Campbell’s 1327, Spring 
Giant, and Ultra Boy VEN But 
gardeners, over the years, have 
tried 
m any 
varieties 
and 
usually replant what has been 
most successful for them or 
tastes best. Most of the better 
varieties are disease resistant. 
If you enjoy tomatoes and 
want 
them 
coming on 
all 
sum m er, 
plant 
early, 
mid 


season, and late varieties to 
stagger the harvest. For a home 
garden, a few plants of each 
should provide you with ample 
tomatoes. Of course, if you are 
planning to can tomatoes, a 
much 
larger 
crop 
may 
be 
desired. 


Consider 
growing 
p aste 
tomatoes for cooking or cherry 
tomatoes for salads, says Wott. 
Paste 
tom atoes are 
m uch 
meatier than regular tomatoes. 
These mild tomatoes have solid 
interiors to reduce the amount 
of time needed to boil them 
down for past or ketchup 


Three good cherry-types for 
salads are Patio Hybrid, Tiny 
Tim and Hybrid Small Fry. 
Caro-Red and Caro-Rich are 
two orange varieties that can 
give your salad a different look. 
These 
a re 
also 
high 
in 
provitamin A content. 


WATER SOURCES 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S. Geological Survey says the 
113,500-square-miIe 
upper 
Colorado River region, which 
includes 
parts

Colorado, 
Utah, Wyoming, New Mexico 
and Arizona, is the first of the 
nation’s 21 m ajor w a te r r e ­ 
source regions to be evaluated 
for groundwater development.

This research is of particular 
importance to Hoosier poultry 
farm ers in light of a Common 
M arket 
ruling 
th at 
a fte r 
January, 1977, all poultry im ­ 
ported to the Common M arket 
nations will have to be chilled by 
som e 
other 
m ethod 
than 
common bath wet chilling. A 
m a jo r 
sh are 
of 
H oosier 
poultry—representing some $60 
million in income—is exported 
with some finding its way to the 
Common M arket. Losing this 
m a rk e t would be a m ajo r 
economic blow to Indiana and 
U.S. poultry men.

Another problem with wet 
chilling, the researcher noted, is

The Purdue researchers are 
exploring other methods that 
might be used to chill poultry. 
One m eans, in limited com­ 
m ercial use now, involves 
placing the birds in an air blast 
freezer where they are crust 
frozen and then allowed to 
stabilize at 35 degree F. This 
method presents a problem, 
also, because, the use of a cold 
air blast tends to dry and 
toughen the m eat and requires 
warm packaging in a film that 
will w ithstand the freezing 
tem peratures.

Investing In Stamps 
Can Be Dangerous Game

Stamps, 
one 
should really not say, are one 
of the chief ways of illegally 
transferring 
large 
sums 
of 
money from one country to 
another. 
And 
not 
only 
because 
a 
customs officer has an almost 
impossible task detecting the 
smuggler. R are, good-quahty 
stamps 
are 
in 
international 
demand. So it is simple enough 
to cash them for their real 
worth in most capitals of the 
world. 
Stamps have come to be 
regarded by many people as a 
good investm ent and one of the 
better hedges against inflation. 
In other words, their price will 
rise as fast as and perhaps 
faster than the rate of inflation. 
With 
the 
British 
public 
obsessed with inflation as never 
before and desperately seeking 
ways of keeping up with it, it is 
not surprising that some have 
looked at collecting stam ps, 
coins or alm ost anything a few 
years old. 
Stamp prices have shown a 
steady rise, though the most 
recent increases have been due 
to the unpredictabilities of the 
stock m arket and people’s fears 
over inflation. 
Investing in stam ps can be a 
dangerous game. 
Many aren ’t going to rise 
over much in price for various 
reasons. 
There 
may 
be 
a 
plentiful supply, the price may 
have been pushed up too high 
already —and could even drop, 
and they m ay not be of very 
good quality. 
And stam ps, as any sem i­ 
serious collector knows, also 
are a highly technical subject. 
Step inside a stam p shop and 
you may well be greeted with 
displays of inexpensive first 
day covers. The temptation to 
buy may be very great and 
there’s certainly no catch (if 
i f s a rep u tab le shop). But, 
though such stam ps may be 
fine for the young collector, 
they are likely to be so plentiful 
that they are inconceivable as 
an investment. 
Again, many low-priced and 
expensive stam ps may not, for 
one reason or another, be good 
investment potential: They can 
still 
be 
worth 
a 
lot 
to 
a 
collector with a particular gap 
to fill. 
One 
of 
the 
strengths 
of 
stam ps as an investment is that 
they are backed up by a vast 
number of collectors all over 
the world. If there were no 
collecting public, the investor 
would be in difficulty when he 
wanted to sell. So, whatever 
external pressures there are on 
various 
investm ent 
m arkets, 
this one is unlikely to collapse 
completely. 
Stamps of widely different 
background 
and 
age 
will 
appreciate 
in 
value. 
But, 
generally 
speaking, 
dealers 
recom m end pre-1900 stam ps - 


the “classics’’ -for investment. 
A num ber of stam ps up to 1930 
are also thought to be good 
buyers. 
The next investment qualifi­ 
cation is that the stam ps should 
have international appeal, so 
that prices cannot be affected 
by 
what 
happens 
to 
one 
particular country. 
Not only should stam ps be old 
and, of course, rare. They need 
also to be of good quality. Rare 
stam ps of indifferent quality 
m ay well rise in value. But 
only 
those 
of 
really 
good 
quality are likely 
to be in 
dem and and collect the best 
prices at a later date. 
Stanley Gibbons of London 
started its investment portfolios 
(investm ent 
collections) 
just 
over two years ago and now 
will m ake up collections of 500 
pounds Sterling and over. The 
company itself has made up 
about 1,500 portfolios. 
“The most comfortable in­ 
vestm ent sum is 5,000 pounds,” 
according to John Webb, the 
firm ’s 
m anaging 
d irecto r. 
“ T hat gives us som e elbow 
room. We can’t be right all the 
tim e: Some stam ps will stay 
still and, maybe, go down for a 
while. So 5,000 pounds allows us 
to pick a good range.” 
Sm aller 
investors can, he 
says, make a lot of money. But 
it is easier to go wrong -even 
with good advice and more so 
without it. 
Since stam ps do appear to be 
such a good investment, why 
haven’t the financial institu­ 
tions and pension fund m anag­ 


ers at least dipped their toes 
in? One or two could well do so 
having 
already 
looked 
at 
paintings. 
According 
to 
Webb, 
one 
reason why they haven’t done 
so already is that institutions 
want outside evaluations every 
year, which would be difficult 
for the stam p trade since many 
stam ps are not included in the 
catalogues. 
It is also true that even the 
“safest” m arkets haven’t al­ 
ways lasted. 
On the collecting side, French 
Impressionist 
paintings 
and 
Chinese ceram ics both showed 
a drop in value after being 
overplayed as an investment. 
Still, Webb thinks that stam ps 
are 
m ore 
than 
safe. 
They 
haven’t, he says, been forced 
up quite so crazily as some 
other 
things. 
And 
it 
would 
appear that rare, good-quality 
item s are likely to increase in 
value 
simply 
because 
the 
dem and is international and 
well-rooted and because they 
are rare.

Richard Panico gone to college, 
industry might not now be 
knocking at his door. 
An executive of the Xenon 
Corp. of surburban Wilmington, 
Panico has discovered a pulsed 
light system for curing plastics 
and other m aterials that takes 
a fraction of the tim e required 
in conventional methods. 
It seems he has discovered 
the proverbial “ better mouse­ 
trap ” and the world is beating 
a path to his door. 
In its February issue Plastics 
World, an industry publication, 
says 
“processors 
looking to 
speed up curing tim es and to 
elim inate the high energy costs 
of therm al curing now may 
have their answ er.” 
Panico’s process allows con­ 
version from energy-consuming 
heat curing hardw are to cool 
equipment which requires no 
fuel, 
a 
m ajor 
cost-saving 
factor. 
The industry, naturally, was 
highly skeptical when word of 
Panico’s claim began traveling 
the grapevine. After all, isn’t 
this 
something 
the 
world’s 
highly trained physicists would 
have 
discovered 
by 
now? 
Surely they 
are 
not to be 
upstaged 
by 
a 
high 
school 
graduate. 
To prove his system worked, 
Panico time and again would 
process sam ples, demonstrating 
to doubting scientists that he 
had, indeed, m ade a revolution­ 


ary discovery in the process of 
curing. 
After a year and a half, 
Panico says he and his firm 
have reached the point where 
industry now believes. And it 
all sta rte d w ith a scientific 
accident which probably would 
not have occurred, Panico says, 
if he had been educated beyond 
high school. 
“The very fact that I’m not 
educated helped,” Panico said, 
“ because when I showed this 
other scientist (not connected 
with the firm ) how I did the 
process, he said he would have 
stopped immediately. He would 
have reached a certain point 
and gone no further because 
existing theory indicated noth­ 
ing was to be gained by going 
on. 
"You see, certain things were 
happening, but because I didn’t 
know better I kept on going and 
going 
and 
going 
and 
by 
accident 
stumbled 
onto 
the 
process...” 
Applications in industry for 
the 
process 
seem 
to 
be 
unlimited. Judging from the 
m ail Panico has received since 
the 
Plastics 
World 
article 
appeared, virtually every indus­ 
try which employs curing in its 
productivity line wants to know 
m ore. 
One attractive prospect is 
that 
the 
pulsed-light 
curing 
equipment can be housed in 
portable units. The U.S. Army, 
for example, wanted mobile 
units that could produce and 


lay continuous lengths of pipe 
in 
the 
field, 
and 
the only 
system deem ed capable of such 
high-speed curing was Xenon’s, 
according to Plastics World. 
Panico 
said 
the 
system ’s 
apparent ability to cure at high 
speed w ithout the ovens r e ­ 
quired by conventional methods 
could trigger many productivity 
breakthroughs 
from 
plastic- 
coated drinking cups to the 
hulls of boats 
Xenon’s only apparent prob­ 
lem at the moment is that it 
lacks production and distribu­ 
tion facilities. It is negotiating 
with several large firm s along 
these lines. 
Panico 
smiles 
when 
he 
considers 
the 
financial 
pos­ 
sibilities. 
W hatever 
way 
he 
goes now, it appears certain the 
bank will be on his route.

The re se a rc h e rs are con­ 
tinuing studies of the various 
m ethods of chilling, with an eye 
tow ard

Common M arket deadline. 
“Our problem is to find the 
b est, 
m ost 
econom ically 
feasible method to meet these 
requirem ents. In addition, the 
chilling process has to meet 
E n v iro n m en tal 
P rotection 
Agency disposal requirem ents 
and be economical in terms of 
energy use,” Stadelm an ob­ 
served. 
“ If the Com m on M arket 
ruling stays in effect, Hoosier 
exporters, particularly turkey 
exporters will be dealt a blow. 
Furtherm ore, if the U.S. loses 
this m arket, it will further 
crowd the U.S. m arket, forcing 
prices down.” 
The 
total 
Hoosier 
poultry 
industry, in 1973, represented 
$177 million, or about 5.9 per 
cent of the farm income in the 
sta te . 
A fter eg g s, 
turkeys 
ranked first in incom e with $34 
million. Indiana is the eighth 
largest producer of turkeys in 
the nation, and the industry has 
the potential to double in the 
next five to eight years, ac­ 
cording to some agricultural 
forecasters.

Kissinger is need to reassure 
doubting allies in Europe that 
the United States will be there 
in time of trouble. 
But more initiatives may be 
expected of Ford in the face of 
major victories by the Commu­ 
nists in Asia and threats of 
growing leftist power in Por­ 
tugal. 
Both Ford and Kissinger have 
urged the nation not to look 
back on mistakes of the past, 
but instead to focus on the 
future. That is difficult to do, 
unless the nation’s role in the 
world is realistically assessed 
and enunciated. 
Both the Soviet Union and 
China 
have 
refrained 
from 
gloating over the collapse of 
United States-backed nations in 
Indochina. It was enough that 
they backed the winning side 
with the supplies that were 
needed. 
So while the spirit of detente 
has prevailed, there have been 
major diplomatic setbacks for 
the American leadership in a 
fast changing world. 
Ford was expected to explore 
the range of future relation­ 
ships with allied 
leaders 
in 
private 
talks. 
Although 
the 
administration has insisted it is 
not trying to dramatize the use 
of American military force in 
the Mayaguez incident, never­ 
theless there is the element of 
proof that Ford is not afraid to 
act. 
The demonstration 
was 
in 
line with Kissinger’s own view 
following the falling of Indo­ 
china that the United States 
needed 
to 
show 
potential 
aggressors that it was not, in 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon’s 
words, 
“ a 
pitiful 
helpless giant.” 
Kissinger plans to remain in 
the Ford administration until at 
least 
January, 
1977, 
despite 
some vocal critics who believe 
he has lost his clout and that 
his policies no longer apply. 
Both Vietnam and Watergate 
sapped 
much 
of 
Kissinger’s 
own ability to innovate. Much 
of his freedom to maneuver has 
been curtailed by Congress in 
the foreign policy field. 
His 
past 
strategems 
of 
secrecy also are open to strong 
scrutiny on Capitol Hill. Until 
the 
advent 
of 
the 
Ford 
administration, Kissinger and 
Nixon pursued superpower di­ 
plomacy 
and 
ignored 
many 
parts of the world. 
In Latin America, the United 
States has had no visible policy 
toward 
the 
Western 
Hemis­ 
phere and its relations with

countries 
has 
neither 
been cohesive nor defined. 
Only in the Middle East is the 
United States still looked upon 
as a mediator which can help 
to forestall another Arab Israeli 
War. 
Ford will be meeting with 


Eg y p tia n 
President 
A n w ar 
Sadat in Salzburg, Austria later 
this week and in mid-June with 
Israeli Prim e Minister Yitzak 
Rabin. 
After those exploratory ses­ 
sions, Ford intends to complete 
a reassessment of Middle East 
policy which has been going on 
for many months. 
It is clear that even with 
interim agreements were ham ­ 
mered out between Israel and 
E g y p t, a Geneva conference 
with 
all 
parties 
involved, 
including 
most of the 
Arab 
states, will have to follow. 
For that reason, the United 
States is seeking some accom ­ 
modation with the Soviet Union, 
a co-sponsor of the conference, 
on the general peace goals. 
Seventy-six 
senators 
have 
signed a letter in support of 
Israel and submitted it to Ford 
in advance of his sessions with 
Sadat and Rabin. Both Ford 
and Kissinger have said that 
the letter, along with 
other 
viewpoints, will be taken into 
consideration. 
At the same time, Ford has 
repeated

N EW Y O R K (U P I) - Doc­ 
tors and employes at Brooklyn 
Eye and E a r Hospital knew 
what they had to do Tuesday to 
keep the financially troubled 
hospital open. They decided to 
work without pay. 
The hospital is faced with a 
$1.2 million operating deficit 
and an immediate $100,000 cash 
need. 


“ W e’re living from hand to 
mouth,” said hospital president 
Dr. Abner Rosenberg. “ What 
we need is about 15 angels to 
drop some gold bars on us.” 
Kitchen workers 
did 
their 
best 
Monday 
by 
scraping 
together $17.11 to pay for the 
day’s bread bill. 
And while the 110-bed facili­ 
ty’s clinic was crowded to near 
capacity, about IOO doctors and 


staff 
members 
met 
in 
the 
cafeteria Tuesday and over­ 
whelmingly agreed to keep the 
hospital running. 


The rest of the 
hospital’s 
residents and employes were 
elsewhere —either performing 
surgery or tending to the sick 
in 
the 
wards 
—but 
there 
appeared to be near unanimity 
among the entire 300-member 
staff. 


“ There’s an absolutely won­ 
derful 
rapport 
between 
em­ 
ployes, 
residents 
and 
the 
administration,” said Dr. W il­ 
liam Rand, the resident opthal- 
nic surgeon, who is leading the 
ad 
hoc 
effort 
to 
solicit 


contributions and maintain staff 
morale.

the week. Anesthesiologists are 
expected to take similar action.

U.S. Railway Association will 
spend less money than original­ 
ly 
planned 
to 
rehabilitate 
bankrupt 
northeastern 
and 
midwestern railroads, accord­ 
ing to USHA chairman Arthur 
Lewis. 
Lewis said the government 
agency, which is forming a new 
railroad system called ConRail 
for the area, would concentrate 
its 
efforts 
on 
rehabilitating 
main line tracks. Many second­ 
ary and branch lines would 
operate at lower speeds than 
planned. 
Lewis, in an interview, also 
said 
there 
was 
“ a 
definite 
possibility” the association 
would 
abandon 
efforts 
to 
preserve rail competition in the 
East and instead combine all 


the 
bankrupt 
eastern 
and 
midwestern lines into one giant 
system. 
That decision and others that 
will shape the course of U S. 
railroading are to be made at a 
Thursday 
board 
meeting 
of 
USHA, which was created by 
Congress to plan and finance a 
rail system from Penn Central 
and other bankrupt lines. 
Lewis gave no details on the 
cutback in rehabilitation expen­ 
ditures, but sources at USHA 
said it would be drastic 
— 
perhaps by two-thirds. 
The USHA prelimimary plan 
called for $2.3 billion over 14 
years 
in 
“ 1973 dollars” 
for 
rehabilitation. That figure now 
likely will be cut to less than $1 
billion, 
perhaps 
only 
$800 
million, the sources said 
The sources said it did not 


make economic sense to spend 
large amounts of money to run 
trains 60 miles per hour on a 
secondary line when customers 
might be satisfied with 40 mph 
Under the USHA scenario, 
long-distance main lines would 
be upgraded to handle trains at 
60 rn p h., while most other 
lines would be maintained to 
run safely at lower speeds This 
essentially would mean the only 
high-speed main lines in the 
new ConRail system would be 
from New York and Boston to 
Chicago, the Philadelphia area 
to Chicago and from Pittsburgh 
to St. Louis.
